One of my good friends told me after the Elba-T.R. Miller game 
last week that in his opinion it may have been one of the biggest 
mismatches ever played by a football team from Elba High. | 
remember one night years ago when Andalusia rolled over the 
Tigers 61-0, but besides that very long night he was probably right 
that in last week's 57-26 loss to T.R. Miller the Miller offense made 
the Tigers look totally outmatched. T.R, Miller scored touchdowns 
on its first eight possessions of the game to take a lopsided 57-12 
lead, and until the last of the eight scoring drives faced only one 
third down conversion, The scoring drives consisted of seven, two, 
four, three, four, three, three and then twelve plays, and only two of 
the eight drives started on Elba’s side of the field.

The Elba offense did roll up over 300 yards in total offense in the

Brick disagreement takes center

The agenda for Monday's reg- 


ular bimonthly meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission 
seemed routine; however, the 
meeting was anything but that 
as a disagreement over brick 
consumed the majority of the 
meeting time. 

Commissioner Doug 
Dalrymple requested Joey 
Bradley, a associate of Waid, 
McNammarta.and Parrish, be 
present at the Monday morning 
meeting to discuss the Mount 
Pleasant Senior Citizen Center 
project. 

Waid, McNammara and 
Parrish is the architecture firm 
hired to oversee this project. 

Dalrymple said he requested 
the senior center have a com- 
mon red brick used on its facade 
so it would look similar to the 
brick on the Mount Pleasant 
Church. He also mentioned two 
different samples of brick in 
which Bradley sent him to look 
al for choosing. 

“I have no problem with 
either brick, but they want extra 
money for the _ brick,” 
Daltymple said. 

To this, Bradley said when he 
was designing the job, he didn’t 
know what brick would be used; 
therefore, he said it is common 
to have a cost allowance in the 
bid proposal. With the bid pro- 
posal for the Mount Pleasant 
project, Bradley said he used a 


cost allowance of $200 per 
thousand brick. 

After searching for the type 
brick Dalrymple — requested, 
Bradley said the brick that best 
matches the church is one at 
$224 per thousand brick which 
resulted in a total upcharge of 
$624 for the project. 

“This is not an uncommon 
thing,” he said. “It is a very min- 
imal charge actually.” 

However, Dalrymple did not 
agree with the difference in cost 
from the bid proposal. 

In his opinion, Bradley said 
he did not feel he would find the 
type brick Dalrymple requested 
under the cost allowance from 
the original bid proposal. 

“I told you I wanted a brick 
similar to that of the church,” 
Dalrymple said. “It’s a common 
red brick,” 

He said he feels this differ- 
ence in price is an additional 
charge and does not feel the 
county should have to pay more 
for the product. 

Bradley said he would simply 
have to go back and find a brick 
within the cost allowance but 
could not assure it would be a 
red brick. 

“IT have no problem as long as 
it is a common red_ brick,” 
Dalrymple responded. “I don’t 
want it with different colors.” 

As the conversation continued 
in this manner for quite some 
time, Bradley insisted that if he 
had put in a cost allowance of
